POSTOFFICE DEPARTMENT HAS 
NOT WATCHED THE PENNIES. 


Third Assistant Postmaster-General 
Merritt Urges Postmasters to 
Collect Prepayment in Full on 
First-class Matter—Government 
Should Do Its Stamp Printing. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] _ 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—The annual 
report of Third Assistant Postmaster- 
General Merritt for the fiscal year just 
closed was made public tonight. 

_ The postal revenue for the year, and 
the total actual expenditures, were as 
follows: Ordinary postal revenue, $81,- 
698,281; receipts from ordinary money- 
order business, $967,181; revenue from 
all sources, $82,665,462. Expenditures, 
actual amount of the expenditures for 
the postal service for the year ending 
June 30, 1897, which includes all made 
on account of the year up to. three 
months after its close, $93,781,287; ex- 
penditures on account of previous 
years, $295,954; total, $94,077,242; excess 
of expenditures over receipts, $11,411,779. 
The outstanding liabilities at the close 
of the year’s business, and the cost of 
transporting the mails over the subsi- 
dized Pacific railroads, the latter item 
amounting to $1,578806, are not included 
in this financial statement. The total 
deficiency for 1896 for $8,127,088; total 
deficiency for 1897, $11,411,779. Through 
bad debts the Postoffice Department 
lost last year $19,799. The estimates of 
appropriations for the service of the 
Third *Aesistant’s office for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1899, aggregated 
$1,288,000. The total number of postal 
cards issued was 523,608,250. 
The weight of second-class matter 
sent in the mails during the year, not 
including free matter within county of 
publication, was 310,658,155 pounds; 
postage collected thereon, $3,104,081. E-. 
timating that 15 per cent. of all sec- 
ond-class mail is sent free of postage 
within counties of publication, che total 
welght of the second-class matter 
mailed is estimated at over 182.740 tons.. 
The arrangement made by Post nas. 
ter-General Bissell in 1894 for the man- 
ufacture of postage stamps by the bBu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing wil! 
expire June 30, 1898. Concerning this 
Gen. Merritt says he has concluded 
that the Postoffice Department ought 
to have complete control over the 
manufacture and issue of its stamps. 
He says the Postoffice Department 
should have. its own engraving and 
printing establishment for making Its 
stamps, and its own vaults for their 
safe-keeping, and that these stamps 
should be issued by its own agenta di- 
rect to postmasters and through its 
own exclusive machinery. Recom- 
mendajion is made for the discontinu- 
ance of newspaper and periodical 
stamps. 
A significant recommendation is one 
urging that prepayment in full of al! 
mail matter be required hereafter. The 
report says that the deparement has 
for years past been suffering a heavy 
loss of revenues from the fallure of 
postmasters to rate up and collect 
postage on first-class matter not fully 
prepaid.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 18.—The sixth 
annual convention of the California 
‘Miners’ Association heid its opening 
session today, with over four hundred 
delegates in attendance. A pleasant 
feature of the session was the presenta- 
tion of a handsome silver loving cup to 
Jacob H. Neff, the retiring president, 
who has served the association in that 
capacity since its inception. 

An important question was brought 
out by Col. Keyes, who proposed that 
the convention recommend the abolition 
of the extra lateral right and favor a

tion is the advisability of harmonizing 
the mining laws of all the States. The 
suggestion will be vigorously opposed 
by many delegates who desire the con- 
tinuance of the old California custom

THE PROCEEDINGS. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
‘SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 18.—The an- 
nual convention of the California Min- 
ers’ Association was called to order by 
President Jacob N. Neff today at 10 
o'clock. The convention was fraught 
with more than usual interest, from the 
fact that some action is proposed that 
will materially change Federal mining 
laws, which are considered faulty, and 
lead to the establishment of a mining 
department of the Federal govern- 
ment. All mining counties in the State 
are represented. After the apneint- 


' ment of a committee on credentials, 


consisting of one delegate from each 
county, the convention adjourned to 
1:30 o’clock this afternoon. 


PRESIDENT NEFF’S ADDRESS. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


Upon reconvening at 1:45 o’clock the 
report of the Committee on Credentials, 
accrediting 407 delegates, was received 
and adopted, and the convention then 
listened to the annual address of Presi- 
dent Jacob H. Neff of Placer county. 

President Neff drew attention to the 
lamentable condition of the mining in- 
dustry in this State six years ago, 
when the yield of gold was at a low 
ebb, and one branch of gold-mining 
(the hydraulic,) was practically de- 
stroyed. Then came the California 
Miners’ Association, with its enthusias- 
tic energy and its coiperative deter- 
mination. The State Legisiature

A SPINSTER’S WILL. 


Josephine L. Sanford of San Fran- 
Cisco Disinherits Her Relatives, 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 18.—The will 
of the late Josephine L. Sanford, 
spinster, is to be contested. It was 
filed September 20, and proved to be a 
curious document, as the old lady left 
all her property to people in no way 
related to her and expressly disinher- 
ited the members of her family. This 
morning a nephew of the deceased, 
Charles E,. Sanford, who arrived from 
New York last week, will file the papers 
in a suit to have the will set aside and 
so estate distributed to the heirs-at- 
aw. 

The estate is valued at between $350,- 
000 and $400,000. Miss Sanford died Sep- 
tember 12 of this year. Eight days 
later the will was filed by two of the 
executors and the devisee under it. 
Almost all the property consists of a 
ranch in Contra Costa county, known 
as the Los Meganos rancho. Under 
the will this was to be divided as fol- 
lows: One-fourth to Andrew 8S. Mose- 
ley; one-fourth to Dr. Ellinwood; one- 
eighth to Attorney Thomas I Bergin; 
one-eighth to Prof. George Davidson, 
and the remaining one-fourth to be 
held in trust by these four gentlemen 
for the benefit of two relatives of the 
deceased, who are not heirs. 

The complaint alleges that Miss San- 
ford was not of sound and bequeathing 
mind, and that the disposition of her 
estate was due to undue influence. 
The heirs who will claim a share of the 
estate are the plaintiff, John Edward 
Sanford, Marion Elizabeth Robinson 
and Asa M. Sanford, all nephews and 
nieces. 


RAN ON WRONG TIME. 


Mad River Train Crashes Into a 
Klamath River Train. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


EUREKA, Oct. 18.—A railway colli- 
sion occurred in the vicinity of Arcata 
this morning at the crossing of the Eu- 
reka and Klamath River,and the Ar- 
cata and Mad River railroads. A log- 
ging train on the former road was on 
the way up the riyer and a passenger 
train on the latter was coming to Ar- 
cata. It is customary for trains to 
stop at the crossing, but as it was past 
the time for the Mad River ‘train to 
pass, the engineer of the Klamath 
River train blew a whistle and drew 
ahead. 

A dense fog prevailed, and the train 
men could not see each other. The 
Mad. River train was late, and the re- 
sult was that the trains collided at 
the crossing. The Klamath River train 
train was badly smashed, the engine 
and two cars jumping the track, the 
engine was wrecked and the cars 
broken. The Mad River train %was 
made up of four cars of timber, an en- 
gine and two passenger cars, the lat- 
ter on the rear of the train. The €n- 
gine was badly damaged, the front car 
ditched and valuable prepared tank 
timber destroyed. 

Engineer George Teal of the Mad 
River train was injured, but not dan- 
gerously. There were a number of pas- 
sengers on the Mad River train who 
were severely shaken up, but none were 
seriously hurt. The work of repairing 
the tracks was begun immediately, 
each company sending a crew of men 
to assist in the work. Traffic will be 
resumed tomorrow. 


PRISON-MADE BAGS. 


A Suggestion te Remove Identifica- 
tion Marks Denounced. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 18.—The ac- 
tion of the State Prison directors in 
evading the British anti-convict goods 
law, by removing the identification 
marks of prison-made jute bags has 
aroused the ire of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and steps, decided and forcible, 
it is said, will be taken to prevent a 
continuation of what by some is pro- 
claimed to be a gross fraud. 

The bags manufactured at the prison 
had been marked by a blue patch to 
show from where they had come. The 
prohibitions of the bags by England 
became a grave question to California 
grain-shippers, but the difficulty that 
confronted them was easily overcome 
by the suggestion of Warden Hale, 
which was to omit the usual mark. 

That this practice had been adopted 
was the information received by the 
Chamber of Commerce and it was de- 
termined to suppress it if possible. At 
a meeting of the chamber today a let- 
ter, prepared by Capt. Merry, will be 
sent to the prison directors, protesting 
against the deception practiced, and 
asking that it be stopped.

testimony was given by Bennie Four- 
cade, a child of 11 years. This boy 
proved to be an intelligent witness, and 
told his story in a_ straightforward 
way. 

He said be met Dan Dutcher and 
Irving Mann, the latter being a son of 
Mre. Schofield by her first husband, the. 
day before the murder. They told him 
there had been trouble at the house, 
and Schofield had threatened to kill his 
wife, dragging her after him as he 
started for his gun. Irving Mann said 
he tried to get hold of the weapon, and 
his stepfather knocked him down and 
Irving also related the 
story at the breakfast table, during 
which: Bchofield hit his wife in the face 
with a cup. Dutcher then told a sim- 
jlar story, and, with an oath, said he 
would kill Schofield if he ever beat his 
wife again. 

The transcript of Dan Dutcher'’s tes- 
timony at the coroner's inquest, where 
he awore that \he never knew of Scho- 
field and his wife having any trouble, , 
was admitied in evidence.

“The German government is making 
a strong effort to elevate commercial 
honor. A bill published by the Imperial 
government recently provides for ,the 
punishment of misstatements in adver- 
tising, and other trade abuses of unfair 
competition. The history of the en- 
forcement: of such a law would be 
watohed with interest. Can a man be 
forced by law to tell the truth concern- 
ing the commodity he has to dispose 
of? It seems a matter fpr education, 


our business men to a realization that 
it is the small business man who sees 
only the dollar he is about to grasp; 
the great merchant has studied the 
science of trade until he realizes that 
real lasting success in any business en- 
terprise means the accomplishment of 
one thing. Make the reputation of the 
seller the dynamic force; the business 
then will hum. 

“There is, perbaps, no word in the vo- 
cabulary of trade so much abused as 
the word coun- 
ter is for women especially an alluring 
temptation. No distance is too far for 
her to travel, no physical exertion or 
discomfort too great for her to undergo 
to bear away an article because the 
cost price is cheap—another long-suffer- 
ing. word. A bargain is primarily get- 
ting more than your money's worth. 
The bargain counter has a legitimate 
use. Over the honest bargain table 
passes broken lots, remnants, waifs, 
estrays that clutter up the shelves and 
interfere with clean stocks. It should 
never be an outlet for poor goods that 
the firm should not sell or its customers 
buy. Reliable, thoughtful merchants, 
usually conservative in business meth- 
ods, in order to force trade, sometimes 
throw on as a leader through this ave- 
nue full lines of up-to-date, salable 
merchandise, marked at or below cost. 
It is exceedingly doubtful if this serves 
any purpose but to educate the public 
to a false idea of values, for your com- 
petitor, meeting your price, goes one 
better, and the fever becomes epidemic, 
endangering the commercial existence 
of any firm inoculated with the virus. 

“There is a legitimate profit due the 
work of every business firm. Let the 
man who does not make a fair percent- 
age sell the goods; the more he sells, 
the sooner he will be out of the field. 
Coach the public along the other line, a 
willingness to pay a fair price for hon- 
est goods, The little each patron saves 
by a cut In a necessary article cuts a 
small figure in the household economy, 
while the aggregate may be ruinous to 
the seller. 

“Human nature seems saturated with 
a deep and holy joy if it can get some- 
thing for nothing. The desire is always 
at freshet tide in the heart of man and 
woman. The craving grows with feed- 
ing. To cut prices, must soon be added 
car fare as a premium to the buyer. 
The car-fare bid expands by geuccessive 
gradations into a cart and span of 
ponies, and is the end yet? ‘The de- 
scend to hades is easy.’ Unsatisfied, 
the public will continue to hold out its 
cup like the charity child of Dickens, 
demanding ‘more, more.’ 

“Let —y hope the climax has been 
reached, and there will be a reaction 
to less pernicious and illegitimate trade 
methods. Club schemes have already 
fallen into disfavor, as benefiting 
neither buyer nor seller. I think it has 
been for some time the sense of most 
business communities that that they 
should cease to be a feature of retail 
trade. 

“No sane business man now denies 
that advertising influences buyers, but 
thousands of dollars are yearly thrown 
away in injudicious, useless efforts 
along this line, swelling alarmingly the 
cost of doing business. People like to 
be asked to come to your establish- 
ment, they like to feel they are wanted, 
but the kind of messenger that carries 
the invitation influences its reception. 

“The legitimate use of a store win- 
dow is to attractively exhibit samples 
of goods, and most people, especially 
women, resent the use of them as an 
advertiel medium, as an intrench- 
ment on their window shopping rights. 
Making the windows variously colored 
sign boards, not only greatly lessens 
the attractiveness of the store, but well 
distributed throughout our city, noth- 
ing le better calculated to give a most 
unfavorable impression of trade condi- 


tione.

GENERAL "DISCUSSION. 


At close of the paper the presi- 
dent lled upon a number of the 
membérs for an expression of their 
opinion of the resolutions offered. J. 
R. Newberry, in response, declared his 
approval of the paper, and his belief 
that it was made up_of good horse- 
sense; he thought, however, that 
it is the best way for each man to wo.k 
out his own salvation; that small deal- 
‘ers were often driven by circum- 
stances to methods that were open to 
criticism. | 

Max Meyberg hearilyt indorsed the 
paper, and expressed his strong disap- 
proval of sensational methods and fake 
business. 

Niles Pease, F. E. Moore and others 
followed with forcible words along the 
same line. 

Mr. Burnham explained that the ef- 
fect of suech-methods on visitors—was 
of even more importance than on the 
merchant himself; that the unhealthy 
signs that .were to he seen all: over 
the town were giving it a bad name 
all over the country. 

C. B. Boothe followed with re-. 
marks of warm approval, and said 
that the resolutions were not drawn 
up for the purpose of lecturing any 
particular class of business men, .but 
for the purpose of counteracting the 
present drifting away from the proper 
and right business methods whivn are 
recognized everywhere. The speaker 
took a more optimistic view of the sit- 
uation, and did not believe that busi- 
ness was going to the “demnition bow- 
wows” on account of the prevailing 
fake methods. All growing towns were 
subject to similar epidemics, and had 
healthily recovered from them. He be- 
lieved, however, that a certain amount 
of the association’s money could not 
b2 put to a better use than to. print 
the resolutions and _ distribute them 
broadcast. 

Speaking of his recent attendance as 
delegate at the National Irrigation 
Congress, .Mr. Boothe said that the 
work of the congress in the next few 
years would be felt very materially in 
this community; that there were acres 
and acres of arid and semi-arid lands 
that would be reclaimed and exten- 
sively peopled if the plans of the con- 
gress were carried out, and that [os 
Angeles, as the future center. of com- 
merce, had a deep interest in making 
the lund habitable. , 

Fread Howland and Morris Cohn fol- 
lowed with indorsements of the res»- 
lutions offered by Mr. Burnham, but 
there were others who declined to 
place themselves verbally on either 
side of the fence, and President Frank 
finally arose with .some impatience 
and éxpreseed his surprise and indig- 
natior that reluctance should be mani- 
fested by any merchant to discuss the 
resolutions. He acknowledged that he 
himself had been guilty of some of the 
mcthods deprecated, but that he had 
reformed. He thought that the asso- 
ciation should create a sentiment 
against the practices, but that no criti. 
cism was directed against any particu- 
lar merchants. Mr. Frank then took 
up the resolutions seriatum and dis- 
cussed them briefly. 

Mr. Newberry created some diversion 
by arraying himself on the other side 
and announcing that he thought it a 
good thing if the impression could be 
spread abroad that living in this part 
of the country was as cheap as in the 
East. That cities that had grown the 
most had conducted business in the 
manner disapproved of in the resolu- 
tigns. That it was true that some 
merchants might be selling goods at 
cost, but cost to the buyer and not to 
the seller. Taking up the clearance 
proposittion, the speaker denounced it 
as un-American, and unbusinesslike. 
That the matter should be left to the 
merchant's individual judgment. He 
also advocated the club proposition as 
a thing for the consumer. , 

interjected a second to 
the motion offered by Mr. Burnham, to 
pass the resolutions. 

Mr. Burnham explained the resolu- 
tions were not to adopted as lay- 

down any fixed rules, but as

Mr. Newberry was requested by Mr.

Modern Electric Launch. 


There are now forty-four electrie 
Jaunches in. this country used as pas- 
senger carriers at pleasure resorts and 
_in connection with summer hotels. The 
| electric-railway companies are steadily 
| introducing them for such service at 
the terminals of their trolley lines, es- 
pecially at the parks and pleasure re- 
sorts operated by the management of 
these railway companies. In these de- 
velopments, the electric launch is found 
to be a paying investment. The most 
popular type is a 36-foot launch, with 
large seating space, protected by a 
light roof, and adjustable side curtains. 
Each boat fitted with a power equip- 
ment for a continuous run of six to 
seven hours, which, including landing 
stops, is equivafent to a day's work of 
ten or twelve hours. The batteries a 
charged direct from the trolley lines, 
One launch company has taken to ree 
building some of: the’ old. type of 
launches. by removing the side seats 
from the after part of the hoat, and 
furnishing this space with cane chairs, 
a large divan, and cane table. This 
improves the earning capacity very 
considerably, as the large boat becomes 
desirable for charter. to small parties 
who can be sociably seated together. 
If still more seating capacity is needed, 
‘the chairs are removed and _ “side 
benches are adjusted. The luxury of 
a private electric launch is beyond the 
conception of those who have not en- 
joyed it. A 30-foot boat which has 
been cruising a great. deal in the 
Hudson River during the summer, is 
probably the most perfect pleasure 
boat of its kind ever launched, ang 
sailed. The entire boat space is avafl- 
able for easy chairs, tables, hassocks, 
cushions, etc. In the stern there is a 
large upholstered divan, with a foot 
rest, like a steamer chair, and a re- 
clining back with pillows. The floor is 
polished and covered with rugs. Both 
the decks are cushioned, and the after- 
deck is surrounded by a high brass raile 
ing. making both very cosy as loung- 
ing places. The boat is entirely covered 
with. an awning, and adjustable cur- 
tains give protection against sun, wind, 
spray or rain. e motor and the bat- 
teries are put beneath the flooring, 
making the craft at the same time sta- 
ble and clean. This disposition of the 
motive power leaves all the space une 
der both decks for storage purposes, 
and supplies, luncheon hampers, 
clothes, etc., may be put out of sight 
when the day’s trip .is being taken. 
Under the forward deck is a refrig- 
erator with double doors, and.the ice 
supply is taken in through the hatch 
of the deck. For evening trips, the 
awnings and side curtains are usually 
removed, and incandescent lamps, fed 
from the boat batteries, are strung 
from stem to stern. The boat is oper- 
ated so simply and easily that no boat- 
man is needed. When she has finished 
her day’s trip, she is sent down to 
an electric station, about two miles 
off, to have her batteries recharged, 
and in the morning she: is returned 
ready for another jaunt. Her capacity. 
is a run of fifty or sixty miles, at 
about six miles an hour, but she can 
travel seven miles an hour if necessary.

The present conditions are reviewed 
as follows: The present solution of the 
business relations of the government to 
this property is the result of a process 
by which all less favorable solutions to 
‘the government have been eliminated.

“Otello,” 
which was given its initial Los Ange- 
les presentation by the Italian Opera 
Company last night, is, aside from its 
greatness and majesty as.a musical 
creation, an interesting illustration of 
the breadth and versatility of Verdi's 
wonderful genius as a composer, for 
while it is not a departure in any sense 
from the Italian school of grand opera, 
it indicates the growth and mdderniza- 
tion, if one may so term it, of the mas- 
ter’s mind, and ‘marks quite as long a 
step between his earlier works and 
those of the present as is the gap of 
years that lies between his first operas 
and “Otello.”” In the opera given ex- 
ploitation last evening one discovers al- 
most an entire absence of ‘airs’ that 
will go jingling through the brain of 
the masses and haunting the mind be- 
tween the hour that the curtain falls 
upon the tragic death of Desdemona 
and Otello, and the moment when the 
listener slips over the divide into the 
rosy land of dreams, but instead there 
will linger with him the memory of vi- 
brant heroics of song, majestic. harmo- 
nies and an orchestral score brilliant 
with musical color. In this latter fea- 
ture there are almost glimpses of 
Wagner, or it ‘would, perhaps, be more 
fitting to say glimpses of ‘“‘the music 
of the future.” It is doubtful if Verdi 
in all his long train of operatic achieve- 


ment has accomplished anything for 


the instruments that support the sing- 
ers Which is so sublimely sonorous, 
grand and moving as the music scored 
for “‘Otello;”’ and it is asa great orches- 
tral opera that one will doubtless long- 
est remember it, though there are 
numbers in it for the voice that hold 
the listener spellbound, entranced and 
enraptured. It is a vastly trying opera 
for singers, and particularly for the 
tenor. He who sings the role of Shake- 
speare’s Moor: must have the utmost of 
lung power and a physique such as is 
demanded in the big creations of the 
German scoremaster. Collenz, who as- 
sumed this part last night, has a 
these, and it is not too much to say 
that there have not appeared in Amer- 
ica in the last decade a half-dozen 
singers who could equal his work in 
this role. His best as well as his most 
trying number was without doubt the 
duet at the close of the second act with 
Cioni in the role of Iago. "What a won- 
derful performance that was—the lusty- 
voiced Collenz and the equally robust- 
toned Cioni, whose  liquidly-brilliant 
tones were electrifying, joining in a 
stately duo that fairly swept the audi- 
ence off its feet and caused it to break 
into a salvo of applause that made the 
rafters‘ring. This duet was quite the 
most brilliant performance of the night, 
although the ensemble number at the 
finale of the succeeding act was mag- 
nificent in its movement, and it was 
given by the company with the verve 
and force of a charge of cavalry. 

Nina Mazzi sang the soprano role of 
Desdemona in her usual thoroughly 
conscientious and artistic way, and ad- 
ded to the charm of her voice much 
dramatic power and consistency as an 
actress. 

Cioni achieved his usual great tri- 
umph and emphasized his previous suc- 
cesses, not only as a sterling baritone 
singer, but as an actor who has a fine 
appreciation of Shakespeare’s man of 
craft, cunning and duplicity, Iago, the 
most damnable villain, perhaps, in the 
whole range of the drama. 

The work of “Otello” is thrown al- 
most entirely upon the tenor, soprano 
and baritone, and it is exhausting 
work at. that, one may be sure. .The 


“music cut out for these singers is es- 


sentially “heavy,” to use a vulgar term, 


but every note of it was presented with | 


so much spirit, aplomb and vocal resil- 
iency that the weight of the burden 
was given a seeming of lightness which 
added vastly to its winsome charm. 

As is known, doubtless, by all the 
readers of this review, ‘Otello’ is 
Shakespeare’s “Othello,” with searce 
any other difference than a single letter 
in its hero’s name, so far as the story 
goes, for both librettist and composer 
have followed the great English bard’s 
tragic sequences to quite the most 
minute detail. That story is so well 
known of all readers that it needs no 
telling here. 

In the various observations that have 
been made in these columns upon the 
series of operas presented by the De 
Conte Company, but little has beén said 
as to staging and make-up, because the 
vocal effects have been so satisfying 
that it seemed almost captious to pick 
flaws about small things, as some may 


term them, and yet there is such aj 


glaring defect in ‘‘Otello’’ that one can- 
not in reason pass it by—that is the 
utterly ridiculous make-up of Collenz 
as the Moor. He makes a coal-black, 
shiny negro of him, and instead of 
dressing him asa general of the Vene- 
tian army, costumes him like a menial. 
The Moor of Venice, if we may believe 
all tradition, was not a black man, but 
as they say in the impolite circles, “a 
little off color.” All actors present him 
as a mulatto or the complexion of the 
Mongolian, but never, so far as our ex- 
perience extends, as a negro. Again, 
Othello was a mighty man in Venice; 
he was the commander of the army, 
and should appear in all the blazonry. 
of military adornment, and not in a 
garment that resembled an abbreviated 
night shirt, trimmed with red insertion 
and exhibiting a pair of legs in flesh- 
colored tights. When Sig. Collenz 
assumes this role again we trust he 
will take the advice of a sincere ad- 
mirer and paint himself literally the 
hue of Shakespeare’s Moor, and dress 
him in the garb becoming his station 
as a man of military might. 

Tonight we are to have another of 
Verdi’s great operas, “Rigoletto.” Ci- 
oni will appear in the title role, and is 
said to be the best jester the Italian 
stage has in this day; Vicini will sing 
the music scored for Gilda; Girardi 
will appear as Sparafucile; Agostini 
will be the Duke; Beatrice Franco ap- 
pears as Magdalena, and _ the other 
roles are in capable hands. It should

Power of Niagara. 


The prophecy of Lord Kelvin that be- 
fore many years the falls of Niagara 
may be dried up, and the water which 
now creates them’ be turned into power 
for supplying tens of thousands of 
workshops has called attention to the 
actual power supposed to be repre- 
sented by the falls today. This it put 
at six million horse-power. An engi- 
neering expert has tried to give a 
homely illustration of what this means. 
He says: “Suppose that pumps are 
placed below the falls for pumping the 
water up again to its former level. If 
aman exerted a force of about twenty 
pounds per stroke, and worked ata fair 
rate of eight hours a day, it would take 
about ten times the total population of 
ihe United States to pump the water 
back as fast as it is flowing over the 
falls. If 70,000,000. of us were engaged 
in manual labor, the maximum amount 
of work we could do could be done ten 
times over by the power now going to 
waste. All the work of laborers, al] 
our actual exertions in digging, ham- 
mering, lifting, climbing stairs, run- 
ning sewing machines, or riding bicy- | 
cles, probably does not represent the 
one-hundredth part of this stupendous 
‘power. 


Joe Jefferson Preaches. 


- BOSTON, Oct. 18.—For the first time 
on record, an actor has preached a ser- 
mon to State-prison convicts. Joseph 
Jefferson is the man, and the prison 
chapel at Charlestown was yesterday 
brightened by the hearty presence of 
the famous portrayer of Rip Van Win- 
kle.. Newspaper men were ex¢éluded 
by special order of the prison commis- 
sion. Eight hundred prisoners listened 
to the address, which was devoted to 
the subject of temperance.

Dole was tried and cotivicted, in July, 1896, 
of forgery. being specifically charged with 
having ‘‘raised’’ a check upon the Exchange 
Bank of Santa Ana from $2.50 to $850. 

A certified check for $2.50 was issued by the 
Exchange Bank of Santa Ana; payable to F. 
C. Howard, or order. This check was dated 
February 11, 1896. Across the face of the in- 
strument was written, ‘‘Good for $2.50 when 
properly indorsed. M. M. Cruikshank, presi- 
dent First National Bank, Santa Ana, Cal.’’ 
On February 21, 1896, this check was pre- 
sented to and paid by the State Loan and 
Trust Company of Los Angeles to E. J. Dole. 
When presented by him the check called for 
$850, instead of $2.50 .and was cashed for the 
former sum. In addition to the ‘“‘raising’’ of 
the figures, some of the writing had Leen re- 
moved, and upon the back of the check ap- 
peared the names of William F. Bosbyshell, F, 
C. Howard, Charles Adams and E. J. Dole. 
Dole claimed at the trial that he won the 
check in a game of poker on the evening of 
June 20, 1896, in a room in the Vickrey 
Block. He had ‘bucked against’’ a man 
named King and another passing under the 
name of Adams. Dole said he lost $150 good 
money while winning the worthless check 


‘for the forgery of which he was on trial. 


On the following day Dole testified that he 
cashed the check at the counter of the State 
Loan and Trust Company, and departed for 
San Francisco, where _he had secured employ- 
ment in a publishing house managed by a Mr. 
Humphreys. A few days after his arrival in 
San Francisco Dole was arrested by a deputy 
sheriff who had been sent from this city. 
Dole was found in a hotel, and expressed 
much surprise when the arresting officer had 
explained matters to him. He protested his 
innocence, and contended that the whole affair 
must have been a mistake. At any rate, he was 
brought. back to Los Angeles, where he was 
afterward tried and convicted and sentenced 
to San Quentin for eight years. 

.At the trial of the case the defense  be- 
lieved it had proven an alibi as to Dole being 
the man who purchased the check in Santa 
Ana, but the jury, it seems, thought differ- 
éntly. After: cashing the check the State 
Loan and Trust Company forwarded it to its 
correspondent at Santa Ana, the First Na- 
tional Bank, and after that institution had 
placed its collection impress. upon its back 
it was handed in at the Exchange Bank and 
pronounced a forgery. 

It has been over fifteen months since Dole’s 
conviction.

A CHILD RUN OVER AND KILLED 
BY THE TERMINAL TRAIN. 


Trainmen Declared Blameless in 
the Maiter—Mecting of the 
Board of Trustees — Petitions 
Against the Brick Kitne—The 

Brickmaker’s Side of the Story. 


PASADBNA, Oct. 18.—{Regular Correspond- 
ence.]. Little Clarence Peterson, the two-year- 
ol4 son of William Peterson, was killed today 
by the Terminal train at Highland Park, on 
what is known as the Highland curve. 

The little body was terribly bruised, end 
had many bones broken. Drs. Yoakum and 
Fisher made an examination of the body and 
found the right temporal’ bone crushed and 
driven in, the left frontal bone crushed, and 
@ backward fracture of about two inches; the 
left parietal bope crushed; right shoulder 
crushed; right elbow broken and both bones 
of the left leg below the knee broken. In 
their opinion death must have been instan- 
tancous. 

From the appearance of the body the child 
must have been struck by the cow-catcher of 

locomotive and rolled underneath the 


engine. 
The place where the accident occurred is a 
dangerous curve, the train at a. heavy grade 
coming around a bigh embankment at such 
a curve that the engineer can see but a 
couple of lengths of the locomotive ahead. 
When the train came around the curve 
the engineer saw the child sitting on the 
ties between the rails, and but a few feet 
in advance of the cngine. He immediately 
on the brakes and the train stopped in 
Vn than half its own length, owing to the 
vy up-grade. 
Conductor Haggin reached under a car and 
lied the little one out, but it was d 
hen he took hold of it. The child was 
too young to understand the warning whistle, 
for within ten feet of where it. was sitting 
is a road, That the whistle was blown was 
attested by residents in the vicinity, as this 
train comes along so regularly at the noon 
hour that the residents in the vicinity have 
come to look upon the whistle as the noon- 
day whistie and dinner time. 
The place where the acciden thappened is 
bout half a mile from the home of the 
Seteruena, and up quite an embankment. Wil- 
runs a small poultry ranch.

TWO DEATHS IN THE DESERT IN- 
VESTIGATED BY THE CORONER. 
— 

A Brakeman Crushed Under the 
Wheels—A Prospector Perishes 
in the Desert—Janitor Allison 
Still Fighting for His Pdésition. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Oct. 18. — [Regular 
Correspondence.] Coroner Keating has re- 
turned from an official trip to The Needles, 


,_Which was taken to inquire into the deaths 


of Frank Cronin and John Madden. 

Cronin was a brakeman on the Santa FS 
water train, running between Bagdad and 
Newberry. Last Wednesday night he fell be- 
tween the cars and was instantly killed. He 
was not missed until the train reach:d Lua- 
low. A search was instituted, and the man- 
gled remains were found on the track several 
miles back. .The body was conveyed to The 
Needles, where the Coroner's jury rendered a 
verdict in accordance with the facts stated. 
Cronin was 47 years of age, and a native of 
St. Louis.. He was a brother of Dr. Cren'n, 
who was murdered some years ago in Chicago. 
He had railroaded on the desert for a num- 
ber of years. 


The.other death inquired into was‘that of: 


John Madden, a well-known prospector at 
The Needies and thereabouts. Madden, who 
was 55 years old, left The Needles the latier 
part of July for Frank Howard's camp, dis- 
tant about thirty miles. He went. supplie> 
with a canteen of water and other neces- 
saries, and the trip should have been made 
in a day and a night. His non-app-arance at 
the camp caused Mr. Howard much anxiety. 
A search was instituted, but no trace of the 
missing man was found until last Thursday, 
when Mr. Howard, while driving on the road 
between the water station and his camp. 
stopped to shoot at a coyote. In scarching 
for the animal, he ran across the remains of 
a human body, which he at once recognized 
to be that of Madden, notwithstand’ng much 
of the flesh had been stripped from the bons 
by coyotes and buzzards. The body lay in 
the brush, only a few yards from the road, 
over which teams pass almost every day. 
After Coroner Keating had been made con- 
versant with the facts, he gave permission to 
have the body buried where it was found. 
Death is thought to have resulted from nat- 
ural causes, as Madden, when last seen, com- 
plained of feeling unwell.

Perfume-making in California. 
PASADENA, Oct. 18, 1897.—[To the 


Editor of The Times:] Secretary Wig-. 


gins of the Chamber of Commerce is 
doubtless .pursuing a very laudable 
course in investigating the possibilities 
of perfume manufacturing in Califor- 
nia, but he will eventually discover, 
what some people have known for sev- 
eral years, that there are two serious 
obstacles in the way of its successful 
realization. This also may be said for 
the benefit of numerous newspapers of 
the State, which periodically flash this 
beautiful scheme before their readers— 
and with just the most meager knowl- 
edge of the subject possible. There 
have been several efforts made in this 
direction heretofore, 
Carpinteria, near Santa Barbara, where 
a Mr. Hall expended several thousand 
dollars in discovering its inutility. The 
most important reason for this non- 
success exists in the fact that some of 
the principal flowers grown here do not 
possess sufficient odorous principle to 
make its extraction profitable, and the 
second reason is the comparatively high 
price of labor. The two principle odors 
in use in perfumery are the rose and 
the violet. 

The tuberose, jasmine, orange flower, 
ylang ylang and some few others, being 
chiefly used as auxiliary odors, that is, 
for combining and “toning” in the man- 
ufacture of the multifarious essences 
or “extracts,” which the skillful per- 
fume compounder creates for the déli- 
cate nose of the belles and the beaux 
of my lady’s drawing-room. It must 
be admitted by any one who has ob- 
served closely, that our roses, beauti- 
ful and varied as they are. lack greatly 
the delightful fragrance of the eastern 
rose, lying dormant, as it does, half its 
lifetime, accumulating its generous 
perfume for our gratification, in its 
other half. Go into any of our rose 
gardens, and in its whole rich and 
splendid assortment, but few will be 
found wasting fragrance on our charm- 
ing atmosphere. Barring the wild rose, 
and a few hybrids indeed, they may 
be said to be almost odorless, except 
upon close approach. Of course the 
perfume manufacturer must have those 
which produce the highest percentage 
of that ojl or “otto” upon which de- 
pends their delightful fragrance. 
France, India and Persia are the great 
storehouses of the perfume gatherers. 
The Balkan slopes, with their moist 
warm air, seem to produce the rose in 
the greatest perfection of fragrance, 
and from this and France we obtain 
our greater supply of attar, rarely be 
it said, however, coming to us in the

I once engaged an orange-grower to 
furnish me with five pounds of dried 
flowers at a season when there was 
small prices. I offered him $1 per 
Like a man of honor he ful- 
filled the contract, employing his entire 
family (five in all, I believe,) but it 
consumed about a week’s time in its 
labors to do it. This man had the 
same idea that Mr. Wiggins has, but 
the cure was permanent. The idea of 
utilizing only those flowers that drop 
the overburdened branches is 


it is the unopened petal that is most 
desirable for use, as being possessed of 
the greater fragrance. he same ob- 
jections apply to most of the other 
flowers; that is, the cost of gathering, 
which, even with a generous tariff must 
exceed the competition of Europe's 
cheap labor. The process of extracting 
the odorous principle of flowers differs 
in instances, some, like the rose, being 
distilled to obtain the oil; others, pos- 
sessing muct less of the essential ele- 
ment, like the violet or the jasamine, 
must be submitted to the process of 
“enfleurage,” or inflowering, which con- 
sists of macerating the flowers in trays 
of purified fat—melted at the lowest 
possible heat—or by the sun’s rays, and 
after some hours of maceration ex- 
pressing the melted fat. This process 
is repeated several times wjth the same 
fat until it becomes saturated with the 
odorous principle of the flowers. In 
this form—pomade, it is called—it is 
transported wherever wanted. When 
desired for use the odor is extracted 
from the saturated fat with purified al- 
coho! and is then in the first stage ofa 
perfumer’s extract, and ready for his 
consummate skill. 

The process above is everywhere em- 
ployed to obtain the most delicate or 
evanescent odors. In the case of 
orange flowers, as well as of roses, dis- 
tillation is also resorted to whereby 
the oil called neroli is produced, a fine 
and delicate oil, though po ing less 
delicacy and sweetness than the odor 
extracted by the enfleurage process 
above outlined. 

The manufacture of perfumes is one 
involving large capital, and it is to be 
regretted that it cannot be successfully 
carried on in Southern California, where 
the flowers grow so abundantly and so 
easily; but unless horticultural science 

produces more fragrant “bouquets,” and 
industrial science invents more labor- 
saving machinery, the hope is likely to
